Purchase  Tax  Revenue. — Out  of  a  re- 
cord Customs  and  Excise  revenue  during 
the  1950-51  financial  year  of  £1,630  mil- 
lions, purchase  tax  accounted  for  £302 1- 
millions,  also  a  record. 

Sweets  Ration  Unchanged. — The  ration 
of  chocolate  and  sweets  for  the  ration 
period  which  began  on  January  27  remains 
at  24  oz.  D  coupons  are  worth  2  oz.  and 
the  E  coupons  4  oz.  each. 

Fertiliser  Prices  Increase. — Under  an 
Order  (S.I.,  1952,  No.  113)  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Materials  increases — due  to  the 
higher  costs  of  sulphuric  acid,  bags,  trans- 
port, coal  and  wages — in  the  permitted 
maximum  prices  of  fertilisers  come  into 
effect  on  February  1. 

Deputation  on  Purchase  Tax. — A  depu- 
tation from  the  National  Chamber  of 
Trade  saw  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury  (Mr.  J.  A.  Boyd-Carpenter)  on 
January  28  and  made  representations  for 
a  purchase-tax  rebate  scheme.  A  state- 
ment issued  by  the  organisation  said  that 
the  deputation  again  emphasised  the  case 
for   relief   to   retailers  if  and  when  the 
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tax  is  reduced,  and  the  Financial  Secre- 
tary undertook  to  review  the  matter 
further. 

World  Sulphur  Allocations.— The  sul- 
phur Committee  of  the  International  Mate- 
rials Conference  has  now  announced  the 
allocation  of  2,953,400  tons  of  crude  sul- 
phur for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year. 
The  allocation  to  the  United  Kingdom  is 
2,226,ooo  tons  and  to  the  United  States, 
194,900  tons. 

Restrictions  on  Hire  Purchase.— The 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  made 
an  Order  (Hire  Purchase  and  Credit  bale 
Agreements  (Control)  Order,  195.2  (No- 
121)  price  3d-)  restricting  certain  hire  pur- 
chase sale  arrangements.  Goods  affected 
include  commercial  vehicles  and  refrigera- 
tors The  Order  comes  into  force  on  *eb- 
ruarv  1  Copies  of  it  may  be  obtained 
from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  York  House, 
Kingsway,  London,  W.C.2.

INQUESTS 

Prussic  Acid  taken  from  Still. — At  an 

inquest  at  West  Ham  recently  on  a  man 
employed  by  Thomas  Tyrer  &  Co,  Ltd, 
evidence  was  given  that  two  prussic  acid 
bottles  found  with  his  body  had  been  re- 
moved from  a  prussic-acid  still  at  his 
workplace. 

Chlorate  Death.  —  At  an  inquest  at 
West  Ham  recently  on  a  fifty-four  year 
old  man  who  had  swallowed  two  potas- 
sium chlorate  tablets  thinking  they  were 
hexamine,  the  pathologist  said  that  few 
realised  that,  if  swallowed,  potassium 
chlorate  tablets  are  poisonous.  A  verdict 
of  death  by  misadventure  was  returned. 

Surgical  Spirit  Warning  Urged. — At  a 

Southwark  coroner's  court  recently  on  a 
fifty-four  year  old  Jamaican,  a  patholo- 
gist said  that  death  was  due  to  methyl 
salicylate  poisoning  as  a  result  of  drinking 
surgical  spirit.  The  coroner  suggested  that 
a  public  warning  should  be  issued  that 
surgical  spirit  contained  poison. 

Insecticide  Taken  for  Antacid.  —  Evi- 
dence was  given  at  an  inquest  on  a  man 
at  Cheltenham  recently  that  death  was 
caused  by  taking  sodium  fluoride  in  mis- 
take for  an  antacid  powder  he  had  been 
in  the  habit  of  taking  for  gastritis.  The 
fluoride  was  taken  from  the  works  of  a 
manufacturing  chemist  at  which  the  dead 
man's  son  worked.  A  verdict  of  death 
from  misadventure  was  returned. 

Liniment  in  Plain  Bottle. — At  an  in- 
quest at  Leeds  recently  on  a  woman  who 
had  drunk  liniment  containing  belladonna 
in  mistake  for  cough  mixture,  her  hus- 
band said  that  the  bottles  containing  each 
liquid  were  plain  and  of  the  same  shape 
and  size.  The  coroner,  recording  a  ver- 
dict of  accidental  death,  said  that  the 
chemist  had  broken  the  regulations  by 
putting  the  liniment  in  an  unribbed  bottle, 
and  that  he  would  probably  communicate 
with  him. 

Explosion  During    Operation. — At  an 

inquest  at  the  North  London  coroner's 
court  recently  on  a  woman  who  died  fol- 
lowing an  explosion  during  an  operation 
at  the  Royal  National  Throat,  Nose  and 
Ear  Hospital,  London,  the  explosion  was 
ascribed  to  static  electricity  possibly  spark- 
ing from  the  breathing-bag,  where  it 
might  be  generated  by  the  movement  of 
the  bag  or  by  the  movement  of  the  anaes- 
thetic tube  against  the  patient's  blanket. 
There  was  no  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
cause  of  the  explosion,  and  a  verdict  of 
accidental  death  was  returned.

Three,  not  neces- 
y  exclusive,  solutions  are  suggested  :  — 
lie  ownership  or  control ;  limiting  the 
iber  of  wholesale  channels  and  retail 
ets;  and  continuance  of  private  owner- 
with  free  entry  and  more  stimulus  to 
petition. 

'he  Council  does  not  seek  shop  licensing 
states  that  the  question  of  licensing 
'lesalers  requires  more  attention.  It  does 
regard  resale  price  maintenance  as 
imental  to  efficiency,  but  considers  that 
active  enforcement  is.  "  Complete 
ltion  of  price  maintenance  might  prove 


harmful  to  certain  distributors."  The 
statement  argues  that  collective  enforce- 
ment should  be  made  illegal  but  that  manu- 
facturers should  be  allowed  to  fix  (and 
enforce  in  the  courts)  retail  prices  for  their 
goods.  Exclusive  dealing  and  collective 
boycott  should  be  prohibited,  but  co-opera- 
tive dividends  and  other  traders'  deferred 
discounts  should  not  be  treated  as  a  form 
of  price-cutting.

A  slight  gain  on  the  arrears  in  pricing 
was  effected  and  it  was  estimated  that 
the  amount  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  £60,000.  The  total  payments 
during  the  year  were  £1,499,320. 

Eight  complaints  against  chemists  and 
one  against  an  appliance  supplier  were  in- 
vestigated by  the  Services  Committee.  In 
five  cases  it  was  found  that  the  contrac- 
tors had  advertised  that  they  provided  ser- 
vices under  the  Act,  and  the  Board  decided 
to  make  deductions  from  remuneration  in 
three  cases  and  to  administer  cautions  in 
the  other  cases.  In  two  cases  it  was  found 
that  the  chemist  had  failed  to  dispense  the 
drug  or  drugs  ordered  by  the  doctor,  and 
in  each  case  the  Board  decided  to  make 
a  deduction  from  remuneration,  but  in  one 
case  an  appeal  to  the  Ministry  against  the 
Board's  decision  was  sustained.  A  third 
complaint  of  a  similar  nature  was  investi- 
gated, but  was  not  considered  to  have 
been  substantiated  and  no  action  was 
taken.  In  the  remaining  case  - the  Board 
decided  to  caution  a  chemist  for  his  ac- 
tions in  connection  with  a  drug  test  under 
the  Board's  scheme  for  testing  drugs  and 
appliances. 

Under  the  testing  scheme  twenty  tests 
were  carried  out  and  in  all  cases  the  accu- 
racy of  dispensing  was  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. Some  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  establishing  a  satisfactory  scheme  for 
obtaining  prescriptions  from  doctors  in 
the  appropriate  area.

Contracting  Chemists  and 
Economy  Cuts — 1 

The  nation  has  been  anxiously  waiting  to 
hear  what  proposals  are  being  put  forward 
by  the  Government  to  check  national 
spending.  The  background  of  the  present 
situation  can  be  brushed  in  by  a  few  sen- 
tences from  a  recent  issue  of  the  "  Sunday 
Times  "  :  — 

"  The  Chancellor's  statement  on  the 
economic  position  will  be  forthright; 
harsh  might  be  a  better  description. 

"  The  Government  is  implacably  re- 
solved that,  with  the  country's  reserves 
running  so  low,  no  action,  however 
hard,  can  be  refused. 

"  The  ceiling  for  expenditure  on  the 
health  services,  fixed  by  the  late  govern- 
ment at  £400  millions  a  year,  will  cer- 
tainly not  be  raised.  It  is  more  likely  to 
be  lowered." 

Those  extracts  summarise  the  present 
picture  for  all  members  of  the  community 
to  contemplate.      Chemists  are  for  their 
part  apprehensive  how  far  they  may  be 
called  upon  for  special  sacrifices.  Since 
the  introduction  of  the  National  Health 
Service  in  1948  they  have  already  suffered 
two  substantial  cuts  in  the  remuneration 
originally  agreed  upon.  That  much-quoted 
ceiling  figure  of  £400  millions,  which  has 
been  officially  fixed  as  the  upward  limit 
to  total  spending  on  the  Health  Service 
of  the  country  is,  in  fact,  a  comprehensive 
figure.  It  includes  the  whole  cost  of  all 
sections  of  Service.  The  cost  of  the  hos- 
pital and  specialist  services  and  general 
administration  take  up  a  considerably  lar- 
ger proportion  of  the  total  than  does  the 
limited  pharmaceutical  section   to  which 
service  we  now  direct  our  attention,  but 
there  must  be  ways  in  which  the  larger 
costs  could  be  reduced  without  affecting 
efficiency.  Since  all  costs  are  rising,  it  is  a 
grim  factor  in  the  situation  that  economies 
will  have  to  be  made  somewhere  even  to 
keep  the  total  cost  within  the  figure  fixed 
as  the  maximum.  Quite  apart  from  that, 
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however  the  Government  has  announced 
its  determination  to  enforce  economies  in 
all  departments.  It  is  fairly  certain,  there- 
fore, that  drastic  measures  are  contem- 
plated to  prune  pharmaceutical  expendi- 
ture with  the  rest. 

A    recent    Ministry    of    Health  report 
states   that   the   provision   made   for  the 
general  medical  services  in  the  estimate  for 
1949-50  was  over  £109  millions  for  Eng- 
land and  Wales,  against  a  revised  estimate 
equivalent  to  about   £114  millions  ma 
full  year.  The  cost  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
services  rose  from  an  estimated  £19  mil- 
lions to  over  £31  millions.  For -i  951,  final 
figures  will  probably  prove  higher  still, 
and  the  revised  estimate  for  the  pharma- 
ceutical service  in   England,   Wales  and 
Scotland  for  the  year  1951-52  is  over  £40 
millions.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
Treasury  is  demanding  from  Government 
departments  an  all-round  reduction  of  at 
least  10  per  cent,  of  their  i?5i  expendi, 
ture    Obviously  this  means— if  the  figure 
is  accepted  as  roughly  accurate-*  saving 
of  £40  millions  in  the  cost  of  the  health 
services  as  a  whole.  Proportionately,  that 
entails   a   saving  of   £4  millions  in  the 
supply  of  drugs,  medicines  and  appliances 
through    chemists.     Chemist  contractors 
naturally  ask,   "  Where  is   that  to  come 
from?"      Nor   is   that   amount   the  lull 
contribution  that  the  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices may  be  called  upon  to  make  to  the 
nation's  economies. 

The  question  has  to  be  approached  in 
the  light  of  its  national  urgency  Current 
policy  must  be  decided  by  regard  not  to 
expediency  but  to  stark  necessity,  and  de- 
cisions have  to  be  taken  m  the  face  of 
inescapable  compulsion.  In  that  frame  of 
mind,  then,  we  shall  pass  in  review  next 
week  the  various  details  of  the  chemists 
contract    with    the    Government    to  see 
which,  if  any,  of  the  items  concerned  can 
bear  a  cut.

Dispensing  Packs 


A  reminder  is  again  necessary  that  dis- 
pensing packs  of  proprietary  preparations, 
by  which  is  understood  packs  that  qualify 
for  exemption  from  purchase  tax  of  a  pro- 
duct that  is  subject  to  tax  in  the  packs 
in  which  it  may  be  sold  to  the  public, 
may  not  be  supplied  by  wholesalers  unless 
specifically  ordered  as  dispensing  packs  by 
the  retailer.    A  ruling  to  that  effect  was 
given  by  the  Customs  and  Excise  authori- 
ties and  is  strictly  enforced.

§|  cerin.     In  1872  he  edi- 
jj  ted  the  hospital  Pharma- 
m  copceia,  and  in  the  same 
year   was   appointed  an 
j    examiner  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society. 

Leaving  hospital  work, 
he  took  over  the  retail 
pharmacy  of  Hopkins  & 
Williams,  Cavendish 
Street,  London,  while  re- 
taining for  a  time  the 
post  of  demonstrator  in 
materia  medica  to  the 
College.  Once  established  in  the  medical 
centre  of  London  he  was  brought  into 
close  touch  with  many  of  the  leading  doc- 
tors and  surgeons  of  the  time,  and  was  in 
a  privileged  position  to  study  problems  of 
medicine  and  pharmacy.  In  1883,  ten 
years  after  setting  up  in  business,  he  pub- 
lished the  first  edition  of  the  Extra  Phar- 
macopoeia with  the  help  on  the  medical 
side  of  Dr.  Wynn  Westcott. 

William  Martindale  was  a  popular  man, 
and  when,  in  1889,  he  first  accepted  nomi- 
nation as  a  candidate  in  the  Council  elec- 
tions of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  he  was 
returned  top  of  the  poll — a  position  in 
which  he  was  usually  to  be  found  in  sub- 
sequent elections.  A  member  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  and  its  Execu- 
tive from  1869,  he  was  appointed  founder- 
chairman  of  its  Formulary  Committee  in 
1886.  From  1888  to  1899  he  was  treasurer 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
and  in  1891  and  1896  (at  Cardiff  and 
Liverpool),  was  its  president.  Ill-health 
(he  suffered  from  heart  trouble)  prevented 
him  from  accepting  the  presidency  in 
1892.  In  1900  he  was  chairman  of  the 
Conference  London  local  committee. 
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Early  in   1899  he  was  appointed  trea- 
surer of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
in  June  of  the  same  year  he  succeeded 
Mr  Walter  Hills  as  president.  At  the  end 
of  his  term  of  office  his  state  of  health 
caused  his  doctors  to  order  him  a  com- 
plete rest  and  he  made  a  voyage  to  South 
Africa  where  he  was  entertained  by  the 
Cape   Pharmaceutical  Society  Previous 
trips  abroad-to  Egypt  (1889)  and  to  the 
West  Indies  (1899)— brought  forth  paper 
on   Egyptian   opium   and    to   the  Royal 
Botanical  Society  on  Barbados  aloes  and

As  a  member  of  the  committee  appoin- 
ted in  1895  at  the  request  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  to  help  in  the  revision 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  he  conducted  a 
number  of  experiments  in  his  own  labo- 
ratory The  Privy  Council  appointed  him 
in  iqoi  to  represent  pharmacy  on  its  poi- 
sons committee,  and  he  was  one  of  the 
original  contributors  to  "  The  Art  of  Dis- 
pensing "   in  which  he  constantly  main- 


tained an  interest. 

Apart  from  pharmacy,  Martindale 
active  in  civic  affairs  (he  was  mayo 
Winchelsea,  1893)  and  took  an  interei 
archaeology  and  Egyptology.     He  w; 
member  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts. 

William  Martindale  was  found  dym 
his  study.  At  an  inquiry  into  his  death 
by  the  Marylebone  coroner  on  Februai 
1902  Dr.  Sydney  Ringer,  his  physi 
and  friend,  said  that  Martindale  had 
suffering  from  overwork  and  mental 
pression,  and  that  death  was  due  to  pr 
acid  poisoning.

the  Committee  and  its  thirteen  bureaux 
(inherited  from  the  National  Health  Insur- 
ance).

The  existing  bureaux  were  capable 
of  handling  only  about  50  million  prescrip- 
tions a  year  or  one  million  a  week,  whereas 
at  July  5,  1948  four  times  that  number 
had  to  be  dealt  with.  Conditions  in  most 
bureaux  were  dreadfully  poor.  Many  were 
still  housed  in  premises  considered  adequate 
in  1 9 16  when  the  bureaux  were  first  set  up 
and  the  intake  about  20  million  annually.

years  I  personally  inspected  more  than  titty 
properties   in   all  parts   of   the  .country 
Members  of  the  Committee,  superintendents 
and  staffs  all  contributed  to  the  search. 
Gradually  most   bureaux  were  rehoused, 
and  in  the  first  week  in  its  new  premises 
Durham  bureau  increased  output  by  30 
per  cent,  and  was  now  regularly  doing  100 
per  cent,  more  than  previously.  Just  when 
pricers  were  straining  every  nerve  to  in- 
crease output,  the  rate  of  pricing  was  cut 
by  more  than  half,  with  the  result  that 
one   month's   work-January  }949-t°ok 
more  than  ten  weeks  to  complete,  *rom 
about  six  different  fees  they  were  sudden  y 
faced  with  nearly  fifty.

international  control  of  Indian  hemp  in 
1925.  The  campaign  for  the  suppression 
of  cannabis  cultivation  has  been  intensi- 
fied since  traffickers  in  addiction-drugs 
started  popularising  the  smoking  of  mari- 
huana cigarettes  by  students  at  schools  and 
colleges  in  the  United  States. 

The  control  of  cannabis  presents  two 
aspects  of  the  production  and  consumption 
of  a  drug  divorced  from  medical  needs. 
Since  cannabis  resin  has  no  uses  in  medi- 
cine or  industry,  agreement  limiting  the 
growing  of  hemp  to  fibre  and  seed  uses 
would  end  production  of  the  intoxicant 
resin.  The  Moslem  states  oppose  any  such 
radical  measure  and  prefer  a  policy  of 
controlled  consumption  of  cannabis  tops. 

The  control  of  cannabis  presents  prob- 
lems that  require  the  elimination  of  traf- 
fickers in  addiction  drugs  rather  than  the 
withdrawal  of  cannabis  from  habitue 
nations.  The  dangers  of  illicit  traffic  in 
narcotics  are  :  — 

(i)  Indian  hemp  is  not  a  drug  of  addic-, 
tion.  Any  withdrawal  tends  to  drive  its 
users  to  replace  it  by  narcotics  that  are 
more  profitable  to  international  organisa- 
tions and  more  easily  smuggled. 

(ii)  The  smoking  of  Indian  hemp  is  em- 
ployed by  traffickers  (who  are  addicts)  as 
an  introduction  to  addiction  drugs.  The 
synthesis  of  new  narcotics  and  euphoriants 
increases  the  possibilities  of  illicit  traffic. 

(iii)  Cannabis  resin  of  the  highest  grade 
has  been  produced  for  centuries  in  regions 
beyond  international  control.  Yarkand  and 
Samarkand  have  for  years  been  the  centres 
in  licit  and  illicit  traffic  in  charas. 

(iv)  Cannabis  grows  wild  and  is  often 
cultivated  clandestinely  for  home  use  or 
for  smuggling  to  adjacent  territories. 

Cannabis  control  is  a  task  for  countries 
directly  concerned  in  combating  a  form  of 
clandestine  traffic.  Control  is  outside  the 
province  of  pharmacy.  The  latest  (Janu- 
ary 1952)  proposals  in  New  York  apply  to 
the  "  drug-taker  who  is  a  carrier  of  a 
dread  contagion  "  by  drawing  others  to- 
wards addiction  for  the  sake  of  a  bonus 
from  the  peddler  of  drugs.  The  proposals 
to  be  submitted  to  the  New  York  State 
legislature  include:  — 

Quarantining  of  addicts,  i.e.,  compulsory  treat- 
ment (without  criminal  stigma  for  persons  under 
twenty-one). 

Penalty    for    peddling    to    be    increased    to  life 
imprisonment  if  convicted  three  times. 

Supply  of  hypodermic  needles  to   be  prohibited 
except   on  prescription.

A  cutback  in  United  States  Crude  sul- 
phur exports  to  465,000  long  tons  for  the 
first  half  of  1952,  or  25,010  tons  less  than 
the  quota  for  the  last  half  of  1951,  featured 
the  developments  of  the  past  week,  in  the 
U.S.  Chemical  market.
